Tremendous Crowds Thron 


the Streets. 


THE CRUSH WAS DANGEROU 


Police, Marines and Militia Swep 


Away by Sheer Weight o 
Numbers -Hundreds of Per 
sons Rescued With Their 
Clothes Torn to Rags-Ad 
dresses by Ei'Vice Presiden 
Stevenson, Generals Miles and 
Shatter, and Captain Sigshei 
of the Maine. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 19.—Chicago 
has 


aeen many parades greater than tha 
•of today, but she has never seen one 
•that pleased her people bettor nor has 


•-' there ever been a parade In this city 


."Which has been witnessed by so many 
people. 


The crowds in the streets were larger 


-than those which witnessed the great 
parade at the time of the dedication of 
the World's Fair buildings. 
There 


. were more stands, the larger stands 
•erected for sight seers, than have ever 
teen seen here. 
All were filled to the 


utmost, and the number of people that 
filled the streets was such as has never 
•been seen In this city before. 


Notwithstanding the most elaborate 


•arrangements of the police, and 
the 


"banishing o£ every street car and vi 
"hide of every description from 
the 


down town streets. In order that the 
crowd might have an 
unobstructed 


way, there were times today when the 
crowd was too great for the police to 
handle and at many places the crush 
-at times was dangerous. 
It was not 


the fault of the police department or 
of anybody 
It was simply that the 


throng was greater than anyone had 
expected and simply the geometrical 
proposition that a larger body cannot 
be crowded into a smaller space. After 
the parade the jam in Jackson boule- 
vard in front of the Union League Club 
'house was frightful. 
Strong detach- 


ments of police, soldiers an-1 marines, 
-while attempting to arrest the massing 
of the crowd, were pushed back hud- 
-dled together, and finally broken up 
and scattered by the sheer weight of 
the throng. 
Long after the parade 


was over, the boulevard was a mass of 
.surging, struggling humanity which 
would not move and which could not 
,bp moved until it pleased. 


The greetings extended to the Pres- 


ident were enthusiastic in the extreme 
as were the plaudits showered upon 
'General Miles and General Shatter as 
they passed through the streets. The 
"President in his carriage was 
sur- 


rounded by members of the Chicago 
hussars, formed in a square, and de- 


• tachments of the Grand Army and of 
.the Confederate Veterans acted as an 
•escort.. He led the parade from the 
-starting point to the Union League 
•Club house, where, in company with 
all other distinguished 
guests, he 


alighted and reviewed the parade. 


Throughout the entire march past the 


of the posts carried gauzy old banne 
that had waved in battle S5 years ag 
and to every one of the lattered flag 
the President called the attention 
those about him and every head \ 
bare until the flag had gone by. 
hind the veterans of a former wa 
came numerous civic societies, ran 
after rank, until It seemed as thoug 
they would never end.

All day long the pressure of 
the crowd on the police lines at the 
wo ends of the square in the center 
of which the Union League club house 


iltuated had been enormous. 
Time 


after time the utmost efforts of the 
officers bad been unable to withstand 
the weight of the crowd. 
Their lines 


tad been frequently broken and the 
(fleers were well nigh exhausted with 
heir long hours of hard work. 
They opened the lines, but the 
rowd In front of the club house 
heering the President and the crowd 
hinking gome new excitement was on 
astened from both ends of the square 
oward the center.

olice made desperate efforts to push

splendid victories we have achieve* 
would be our eternal shame and no 
our everlasting sjlory If they led to 
the weakening of our original lofty 
purpose or to the desertion of the 1m 
nortal principles on which the national 
government was founded.

oppression at our very doors should be 
stepped. 
This noble sentiment musl

The Romance of the Contest Re 


placed by Cold Nautical 


Facts. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The" report 


of the Walnwrlght board convened for 
the purpose of determining the posi- 
tions and courses of the ships engaged 


the action at Santiago July 3d, 


made public today. 
It shows.In detail 


the positions at various times oC the 
vessels engaged in (he fight. 


The tracings on charts which ac- 


company the report show that the 
Spanish vessels sailed on courses not 
more than three-tenths of a mile apart 
until the Oquendo ran ashore. 
Then 


the vizcaya. veered out to sea, and the 
Colon kent close to the shore, the 
courses about seven-tenths of a mile 
apart. 
Up to the time the Oquendo 


went ashore the Iowa, Indiana, Oregon 
and Texas sailed on courses within 
three-tenths of a mile of each other, 
the Towa being the nearest and the 
Texas the farthest from the Spanish 
vessels. 
The Brooklyn's course was 


from three-tenths to one-half a mile 
outside that of the Texas. The swing 
to the right which the Brooklyn made 
at the beginning of the engagement 
shows an oval four-tenths of a mile 
across. 
She. crossed the courses of the 


Texas, Oregon and Indiana twice while 
making the turn. 


The course of the New York after 


pagclng Morro was nearer the shor* 
than any other United States vessel 
except the Gloucester and a mile be- 
hind where the Oquendo turned to run 
ashore she passed Inside the courses 
of the Spanish ships. Ten miles west 
of (he Vizcaya disaster she crossed the 
Colon's track, but followed very closely 
the course of the vessel until the lat- 
ter surrendered. 


The Iowa, Indiana and Ericsson did 


not go farther west than where the 
Vizcaya ran uhort.

who called to tell me said he had found 
his countrymen much discouraged, be- 
ing- convinced that the United States 
are bent on a rigorous exercise of the 
rights of the victor.

One whose daily duty it is to 1

Tet, politically a Congressman is more 
important than a Governor, and as 
administrative, officers, the many local 
officers are probably collectively more 
important than the few state officers. 


The importance thus given to the 


office of Governor is rather symbolic 
and imaginative but none the less real. 
It Is not so much the good or harm that 
a Governor can directly do as the pres 
tige which his election brings that is 
chiefly considered. 
The election this 


year is retarded as a preliminary skti 
mish for the battle two years hence. 
As in war a skirmish may be directed 
chiefly at a point of no value to either 
party except as a. means of command- 
ing more essential positions, so in poll- 
tirji the administrative office of Gov- 
ernor, which has no ordinary political 
functions, IB of the very highest strate- 
-Ric value. 


"With the Governor Is Included, of 


course, the major portion of the state 
ticket, for the election of the head of 
the ticket with the loss of the rest 
would be - victory for the candidate but 
defeat for his party.

Raiain Directors Make Prices For 


Canada and Europe. 


The directors of the California Rai- 


sin. Growers' Association are reaching 
out for trade beyond the territory of 
the United States. 
In order to do 


that it is necessary to make prices to 
meet the competition of the Spanish 
raisins. 
In the United States there 


is no ruinous competition with the 
Spanish raisins, owing to the 
tariff, 


which, by the way," affords an object 
lesson to the producers of the Benefit 
of protection. . 


The directors, In order to afford the 


California raisins a market In Canada 
and In Germany have mad.e a reduc- 
tion In the price of goods shipped to 
those countries. 


This rebate consists of a reduction 


of a half a cent a pound on one and 
two crown goods and a quarter of a 
cent off on three and four crown goods. 
On layers there Is an additional rebate 
of half a cent a pound. 
It Is esti- 


mated that 500 carloads of California 
raisins nre shipped to Hamburg every 
year and also a large quantity to Can- 
ada. 
If this reduction were not made 


that trade would he lost, it is claimed. 


The section gpes on to say that the

The few objections that have so far 


come to the attention of the members 
of the board were for the most part 
from persons who. when the situation 
was explained to them, were satisfied 
and the board hopes to meet all ob 
jeciions in tlm same manner. 


There are three spi-clal taxes in thi 


L-iiy every year for school purposes— 
the bond redemption tax, tbe tax levied 
for the purpose of furnishing supplies 
such as wood and coal to the varlou 
schools and for paying salaries, and 
lastly the high school tax for the pur- 
pose* of maintaining the high school. 


I-ast year the bond redemption fund 


required a levy of only II cents on ev- 
ery S100 valuation of property. 
This 


year the rate has jumped to 39 cents 
for the same amount of property. This 
sudden rise Is explained by the fact 
that $15,000 worth of tbe bonds, voted 
pome years aeo for the purpose of 
erecting the high school, fall due dur- 
ing the coming year and must be paid, i 
This would be impossible were the tax j 
rate for the purpose less than 39 cents. 


The special tax rate for the purpose 


Kt furnishing the schools with sup- 
V-Iies and providing for enlargements 
in the course oC study, and the pay- 
ment of salaries in the various depart- 
ments, was last year 22 cents and has 
this year risen to 30 cens. 
There are 


several explanations for the increase. 
First, there have been many additions 
to the courses of study in the primary 
and grammar grades, necessitating the 
employment of more teachers. 
Then 


there have been a great many addi- 
tional furnishings for the 
various 


schools and the increase In number of 
pupils In some departments has made 
necessary extra expenditures for the 
purpose of purchasing the 
supplies 


needed to accommodate them. 
Be- 


sides, a night school has been estab- 
lished and a new school has been or- 
ganized In Russian town, both of which 
will require funds to maintain them. 


The high school rate has increased 


from 28 cents to 31 cents. 
The cause 


of this has been the enlargement of the 
course of study and the consequent ne- 
cessity for employing additional teach- 
ers. 
The busii.™ aepartment and 


the voice culluic department are the 
two new features of ihe high school 
rourse this year. 


These increases in the various spe- 


cial rates have caused ihe total rate, 
which ivaa last year only Cl cents to 
lump to ?1 on the 5100 valuation of 
property. 
This Is a pretty steep in- 


crease, but as a member of the Board 
of Education said yesterday, 
if 


want good schools we must pay a good 
price for them.

A Smaller Percentage of 


Profit. 


Modern Trade Has Undergone a 


Change in the Direction of 


Narrow Margins. 


NEW YORK. Oct, 11.—R. G. Dun & 


Company's weekly review of trade will 
say tomorrow: 


"With actual payments through clear. 


Inc houses '« per cent larger than in 
the afljnft week of 1SK, it cannot be said 
that business is in any sense fallint off 
and yet many are complaining because 
the amount realized as profit is smaller 
than waa formerly realized in good 
times. 


In almost every branch of business 


trade Is now transacted on a narrower 
martfn of profit than in any other time 
of fair prosperity. 
There is a great 


change and perhaps a permanent one. 
In the percentage of profits derivable 
Irom the trade and manufacture as 
well aa in the profits obtained by trans- 
porters. 


Progressive civilization calls for a 


le\ver range of profits and of prices as 
the volume of business transacted. In 
order to make possible improvement In 
the condition of the working millions. 


Wheat business is more active with 


prices about 2c higher for spot and 
nearly 3c for December options. 


Very heavy purchases 
have been 


made within the past few days, not as 
yet reflected in the official record of 
shipments, but the exports from both 
coasts, flour Included, have been 4,101,- 
770 bushels against 4,886,015 for 
the 


same week last year. 
It is especially 


Interesting that in spite of the general 
disposition of farmers to hold back 
their wheat the western receipts have 
been for the week larger than last year 
and for two weeks, 20,700,405 bushels 
against 16.G9C.554 last year. 
While at- 


tention is now paid to the ofUcIal re- 
ports, they seem tu foreshadow a larger 
return for the crop than has been made 
in any previous year. 


The price of corn has advanced about 


£c, though the receipts are just now 
larger than a year ago. 
The price of 


spot cotton is a sixteenth lower than 
a week aco, and the January option 
has also lost a few points, while there 
i3 a waiter market for goods. 
This 


is partly due to the official admission 
that the prices ot print cloths, now a 
sixteenth below 2 cents, cannot be sus- 
tained without a selling agency which 
is now proposed. 


Although the production at Fall river 


is in excess of demand, the difficulty 
In prices is probably largely due to.the 
belief that a big yield of cotton must 
reduce the price of the material. While 
some woolen mills have started opre- 
ations during the week, quite as many 
have stopped. Although wool la about 
10 per rent lower than it was Febru- 
ary 1st, the manufacturers are not buy- 
ing and the market Is remarkably dull 
with sales during the past two weeks 
cr only 6,178,700 pounds at the three 
chief markets. 
The general feeling is 


that the price must decline before the 
manufacturer can much Increase Its 
sales. -Orders for goods have been a 
little better and a few mills have re- 
sumed operation, but there is as yet 
no such demand as is necessary to sus- 
tain current prices of wool.

ton returned today from their investi- 


tion of conditions at Tampa. They 


found that the congestion that occurred 
at that point at the beginning of the 
war was due to the fact that cars were 
shipped from ail over tl?2 country with- 
out being labelled and without for- 
warding bills of lading. 


Before the femal? nurses were se-
